STIPULATION REGARDING BRIEFING SCHEDULE 

On April 25, 2008, the plaintiff, Empresa Cubana Exportadora de Alimentos y Productos 
Various d/b/a Cubaexport ("PlaintifP'), and the defendants. United States Department of the 
Treasury, the Office of Foreign Assets Control, Henry M. Paulson, Jr., Adam J. Szubin, and the 
United States ("Defendants"), stipulated to a briefmg schedule for motions to be filed by the 
parties. On June 16, 2008, the parties stipulated to an extension of this briefmg schedule at the 
request of the plaintiff, setting the deadline for opening briefs on July 23, 2008, and responses on 
September 22, 2008.
